i Unite <5 States Less on Internal Security and Related 
Hatters 


1. Attached for your use as requested are copies of a master of 
lava of this country concerning H— ml nt party control, espionage, 
sabotage, and internal security generally. The daisy lo fi ll i n g your 
request has been occasioned by tea fact that some of tea accompanying 
tatter was temporarily out of print* Even teat which is available is 
not all ta«tO"*d&te and in sense cases ve have had no success in finding 
the lams as currently amended except is tee Chi ted States Code and other 
publications- In such fora they would be difficult to use as well as to 
ship. 

2. As you Scow, assy provisions of our anti -subversive laws are 
being tested by litigation. Sate of tees* cases will drag on for years 
and there is no way to predict tea outcome. Consequently, tee value of 
the statutes may be Halted to a certain extent depending of course 
upon tee effect, psychological or otherwise, which Obi ted States Court 
decisions would have on the using service. 

3* It should be kept in aial that regardless of how effective 
our lews in this field aey be, teste usefulness in another political 
and legal system cannot be tee same. These laws are designed to operate 
within a governmental framework which has not changed radically in one 
hundred and seventy years. They are meant to work as part of a legal 
system based an the co mm on law. Heedless to say they cannot entirely 
meet the needs of a different system of g ov er nm ent and political cli- 
mate combined with a legal system based upon the civil law. 

H. This Office has limited facilities for academic research in 
foreign law. Uhder tee circumstances, if you feel that legislation In 
Canada and various Latin American countries would be useful, ve suggest 
that you arrange to obtain it through tee library. The Agency Library 
may he able to mate arrangement* for mac h research in the foreign law 
section of tee Library of Congress which ham tee best facilities avail* 
able locally. 

5- The Communist Control Act of 195% which is printed at page 377 
of tee ecsyllation of Crime, Kidnaping and Prison Isms has been amended 
and had some sections repealed since the publication of the cc*®ilation. 
We are still trying to get an up-to-date version or at least sllp-lsw 
copies of tee amendments to supplement the attached material. We will 
send it to you if we are successful. 
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
